The First Real Business—An Awkward 


Question — The Appointment and 


Organization of Committees- 


Church Extension Meeting. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 4.—When the acc- 


ond day's meeting of the quadrennial 
conference was opened, yesterday, the 
galleries and balconies were crowded 
with visitors, mostly Indies. 


After the devotional exercises were 


concluded, the minutes were read, and 
the selection of seats -was proceeded 
with.

It was decided to meet in afternoon 


session at 3 p. m., and organize the 
committees. 


An invitation from Lincoln, Neb , to 


visit that city May 14, without expense, 
was presented by Chancelor Creighton 
of the Wesloyan university, and was 
accepted 
Special trains will be run 


free of charge. Tho convention then 
adjourned until 4 p. m 


Bishop Foss presided over the delib- 


eration-) nt tho afternoon session held 
at the First Methodist church, and af- 
ar the usual devotional exercises the 
Irst real business came up for action 
The flrst of this was a Committee rcfcr- 
ince of the question of the payment of 
Dxpenses in the case where a delegate 
[lid not appear until after his reserve 
lad been seated in his place 
It was an 


awkward question, and finally wont to 


committee of nine. 
Following this Dr. Noeloy, of the con- 


stitution committee, to which the rc- 
fision of the constitution was referred 
at the last quadrennial conference in 
1888, appeared with a pamphlet report 
of the committee, which recommended 
many changes and gave several inter- 
pretations not heretofore thoroughly 
understood 
The reading was long and 


to some tedious. 


G. S. Ray, one of the members of the

It was suggested to make the com- 


mittee consist of one layman from each 
conference district and five at large, the 
body to be a permanent one 


It was decided that the committee of 


one member from each conference dele- 
gation be appointed, making the com- 
mittee consist of eleven members. 


Dr. Sanford Hunt, of the New York 


conference, moved the appointment of 
a committee of five to investigate the 
practicability of revising the Discipline 
This committee was to be solely one oi 
inquiry 
Dr. Neely supported this 


movement asserting that the Discipline 
had grown up in a peculiar manner and 
requires many changes of framing. 


Dr. Pendleton, of Kansas, asked for a 


committee on Epworth league, and 
with great unanimity a committee con- 
sisting of two from each conference and 
five at large was ordered 


Mr.' Shumpert, colored, of Missis- 


sippi, wanted Bishop Merrill, of Chi- 
cago, appointed editor of the Disci- 
pline, but he declined it owing to his 
distance from its place of publication.

TERRIFIC 
STORMS 


Kansas and Oklahoma the Scene of 


Much Destruction, 


TOWNS WRECKED AND PEOPLE KILLED. 


There Appeared to be Several Storm 


Centers Doing Damage at the Same 


Tune in Widely Separated Lo- 


calities—The Details. 


KANSAS Cm-, Mo , May 4.—All day 


Monday and Monday night the storm 
raged in Kansas and Oklahoma and to 
such an extent were the elements dis- 
turbed that wire service was prostrated 
over nearly the entire area affected. 
There appeared to be several storm cen- 
ters, an-1 these did much damage In 
widely-separated localities. One storm 
in STiawnee county killed a farmer, 
James Mitchell, and wounded three 
men of the family of Jos. Hilt, the lat- 
ter being fatally wounded. For three 
miles along Mission creek, not a house 
was left standing 


Another storm in the western part of 


the county killed John Paxton and 
tore down several houses. Near Au- 
burn a stone carried away the house of 
James Drake and took his 14-year-old 
daughter and lodged her in a tree-top. 
Drake and his wife were both injured. 
II. II. Buckley's house was completely 
destroyed, and the Pleasant Valley 
schooir.ousc was torn to pieces. 


At Cedar Junction seven cars of the 


Santa TV rond were blown from the 
track. 


At Lcnapc, nearly every house in the 


town was moved from its foundations, 
some being badly wrecked. 


The storms in Kansas were all ac- 


companied by hail and much rain. 


In Oklahoma the storm was in the 


nature of a tornado and destroyed every 
house in its path. P. A. Bidwell and 
his son Oeorge, who recently came to 
tho territory from York, Neb., wero 
both killed on their farm. They had 
just completed a home for the family, 
and the latter were to have started 
from Kingfisher for the farm last even- 
ing 


Near Mulhall several buildings were 


unroofed and otherwise damaged, but 
no one is reported killed from that 
neighborhood 


Much stock is reported as killed all 


along the path of the storm through 
the territory and it is possible that 
many deaths will be reported as soon 
as communication is restored with all 
parts of the country, 


In southern Kansas and near tho 


southeastern 
corner many orchards 


were entirely destroyed, and great 
damage has been done to the fruit in- 
tcrc&ts of the state.

FELL FBOM A BALLOON. 


Joe LaBoux and Hia Narrow Es- 


cape from Death at 


St Loula. 


Joe LaRoux, the daring icronant, who 


made a series of ascensions at Riverside 
Park last summer, had a thrilling experi- 
ence in North St. Louis last Sunday 
night shortly after 11 o'clock. The Post- 
Dispatch says that Joe announced the 
hour of ascension to be between 9 and 10 
o'clock, but a light wind interfered and 
prevented him from getting his balloon 
in readiness until a later hour, the bal- 
loon to be used having to be filled with 
hot air generated by a huge bonfire built 
beneath the opening of the bag. When 
all was ready at 11 o'clock Prof. LaBonx 
stepped into the basket, and amid the 
plaudits of 15,000 people, he arose heav- 
enward. Up and up the huge bird of 
the night ascended until a height of 
2,500 feet was reached. A mere spook in 
the haavena, like a far away star, waa all 
that showed the gaping throng whither 
the balloon and its occupant had gone. 
Prof. LaBonx then began to discharge 
the large supply of ilreworks whioh he 
had taken with him, and produced a 
brilliant effect. At the same time he 
tossed from the baskat a multitude ot 
little handbills whioh spread ont over a 
large area like a y . many snow flakes. 
Many of the people were carious to know 
what the papers were, but at that instant 
the crowd was horrified to see the bal- 
loon approach the Mississippi, and at the 
same moment begin a rapid descent. The 
air was cold and damp, and penetrating 
the bog, chilled the warm currents with- 
in. Down, down the balloon came, and 
landed within 200 feet of the river on the 
side of a email oreek. When the air ship 
had almost reached the ground the bag 
gave a sudden larch, whioh twisted the 
basket and tossed ont Prof. LaBonx. His 
back struck a fence, knocking ont a 
board, and he fell to the ground. He was 
not seriously injured, but later he was 
troubled with severe pains in the back.
